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The establishment of clandestine support facilities in the latvian SSR for 
the purpose of contacting, organizing and developing agent and underground 
facilities for the performance of the QPC/OSO missions in the USSR. 

b. Accomplishments 

The three Latvian agents were dispatched to the target area. 

The newspaper Latwa has been advised through RFE of the decision to discontinue 
support of that publication, however, a decision will be forthcoming shortly as 
to -whether or not to resume support of the paper through smother channel, 
coincidental with the exertion of greater control on our part. 
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
